EIGHT DAYS WITHOUT FOOD. 



Nine Days Without Water— Dreamed 
His Wifo Had Brought Him Bread. 
Waking, Ho Found Ho Had Eaten 
His Mittens. 

Louifl Vntiot of the French fishing 
schooner La Mhnosn ot St, Mnlo, who 
was rescued at sea by tho Cunrird liner 
Caxmnniu after ho hnU heen nil rift In 
no open dory fourteen days— eight Unyi 
without food— tliua relates his nwful 
experience: 

"My dory mule nnd I left tho Mlmo 
pa nt 4 o'clock mi the morning of May 
27. Tim weather wns thick, and wo 
could 'not pick up tho tlrst buoy. Flnnl- 
ly a show (lurry came on, und'na I folt 
thnt Ilia liont was drifting I threw out 
■ nen anchor. 'Then tho sen suddenly 




butt ncr-mrcr ncr course una contu 
nearer to me, nnd I knew I was going 
to Ire saved. All my I It t la remaining 
strength seemed to leave mp once I 
was safe on tho deck."

rose, nnd I thought wo, had' better get 
back to tho schooner. So I cut' uwny 
the sen anchor, and my mate stared to 
raw tu the direction of our boat, hut 
WO could make no headway. 

"Suddenly n big sen swept both 
of us overboard. 1 could- swim, nnd In 
spite of my heavy boots I got back Into 
tho dory, but my poor male, Pndflquo 
Mcliu, was swept- away. With him 
■wore carried nway four out, of five 
oars wc had lu>the boat. 

"When I got back Into the dory I 
found that she was half full of water. 

"As the day wore' on. I f mutually 
tried to row back to the schooner, 1 
cut one of the thwarts of the boat with 
my big flsh kulfo nnd made a rough 
oar out of It, but I could get scarcely 
any way on tho boat. As night began 
to fall I went to tho locker where our 
stock of provisions wns stored. . I 
found that when tho scaa. had washed 
over our boat tho provisions bad be- 
come wet. 

"I suppose, though, I must have 
dozed off- now and then, but tho flrst 
njght seemed to mo tho longest I hovo 
ever passed. I. thought of my poor 
mate. I thcught of my wife and chil- 
dren In Fntuco, and I ■ prayed tho 
Blossod Virgin to savo me. 

"At last morning broke. I searched 
tho eon for sohio sign of tho Mimosa or 
Bomo other ship, but I could gco noth- 
ing. Tho flrst morning I cut a notch in 
the side of tho boat to show that a day 
had passed, and this I did every day 
regularly after that 

"Tho next night was worse than tho 
first; the weather was frightful; tho 
ikk seemed to be running mountains 
high. The boat was swamped over and 
over again, nhd I made up my mind I 
[was going to bo drowned. 

"Finally I took Btock of .my provi- 
sions, I -found at tho end of tho fifth 
day- that tho wator had given out, and 
I only had food for one 'day more. 
After I had eaten my last biscuit I 
grew so thirsty .that I took a BmaU 
drink of salt water to wash it down, 

'The next day I had no food,'but*to- 
ward night it began to\ rata, nnd X 
caught sonio of tho wn tor and drank 
it 'Then I think I must have got light 
headed. Tbo-dory seemed ,to mo to bo 
full of people, and my avlfo enipo, and 
gave mo bread. I found hi tho morn- 
ing that I had oaten half of ono of my 
mittens. , , . 

«'.*I had long ago lost all reckoning of 
.whero I was. Tho last -night before I 
wait picked, up was frightful, I beard 
voloes,. voices, everywhere whispering 
to me, calling me. Thou 1 grow fright- 
ened; the horrlblo loneliness appalled 
me. ; ' ' 

"When morning hroko I bow a.Bblp. 
It was a long, long way off, tnit I blew 
my born and shouted "as long as I 
conld. The men on* tho .ship did not 
hear me, and sbo. steamed away. I 
prayed, and "then I .saw 'another Bhlp.

The Injured men were Antonio Bat;

Several others were slightly hurt 
Twenty-five men were digging In tho 
excavation at Stone avenue and lien 
kimer street, East New York, whero 
will stand public Bchool No. 113, occu< 
pylng one-fourth of tho block. Care- 
lessly the workers on the excavation 
bad dug deep' Into ilie base of one of 
Its sides, leaving the top overhanging. 
Without an Instant's warning the top 
stratum of earth and stones fell on a 
dozen workmen. Tho others ran.yclllng. 

Eight men exfrlcnted'thcmsolvcs nnd 
limped away.. All .these wero so terri- 
fied that they, gave no help to the four 
who wero burled. They struggled ds 
best thoy could to frco themselves. 
Some women hurrying from tho church 
caught a glimpse of a man's head as it 
protruded from tho fallen mass. *At tho 
sight two women fnlnted and almost 
fell into tho excavatlou. Others, 
shrieking, ran away. Precious little 
moro would have precipitated n panic. 

Soon Captain .Tames G. Beynolds and 
patrolmen of the Brownsville police 
station arrived, .tore off their white 
gloves, yanked off their uniform coats, 
grubbed shovels which tho terrified la- 
borers had dropped, set to work In tho 
mud and dug, dug, dug, carefully, but 
mightily, until they uncovered tho four 
men's heads. 

"I am dying," murmured Antonio 
Balmero, "Got mo a priest" 

Two men rushed to tho rectory of 
Our Lady of Lourdes, several blocks 
away, Thoy had not to urge the aged 
Father Porclelo or Father Parker to re- 
turn with them. To reach the suffering 
men they had to walk down 'a narrow 
plank to a depth .which will bo the 
school's subccllar. There In the mud 
and stony debris Father Porclelo knelt 
for fifteen minutes. At any Instant 
more of the overhanging top of the 
bank might havo fallen on him.

The famous "Dutch *flnp n /in the town 
oE Bristol tins finally found its way Into 
the Circuit Court, for Wale .Monday latter 
■ noon of this week, Court- Commissioner 
I [wiry Hastings issued a writ of mandamus 
-to force Henry Adams, town' clerk o£ the 
town of Bristol, tn .recognize the claims 
•of Herman Maaska, one oE the strongest 
defendenta of the ditch, ns n member of 
the town bourd oE the town oE Bristol." 

The writ was wired : on Clerk AdaniB 
-late Monthly evening; hut as.yet'no^action 
•ha* been taken in the matter. .In connec- 
tion with the issuance of the writ a suit 
' has been filed in the Circuit Court -to de- 
termine tin! stand ing of Mnnskc as a mem- 
her nf the town board and the question 
raised hy the ituit is one of the most inter- 
esting ever laid before the circuit court 
-for that district. 

It Is claimed that the whole trouble aris- 
es over tbt fight for or ugainst tbe dig- 
ging of the ditch commonly known ns the 
"'Dutch Gup**!. This* question -is not a 
•new one us the members of the town board 
and the fanner* have been fighting over 
■the ditch for several yearsT _ [*a»t year the 
town board consisting of Frank Sbuart, 
chairman, Henry L. Adams, clerk, and 
Emmett Shields and Julius Ramus decided 
against the completion of the ditch on the 
plans that had been formerly made and at 
. -once the men who favored the completion 
of thejditch carried the matter into poli- 
tics. -Herman Maaske, one of the best 
known of the German farmers in the town 
of Bristol, was a supporter o! the, , plan for 
completing the ditch at once, and ha was 
• selected by his friends us a candidate for 
the office of side supei visor. When the 
•election .wife litjld Maaske was elected hy a 
large majority and within the time,al- 
' lowed by law he appeared at the office of 
the town clerk to file his oath of office: 

Clerk Adams, it is' alleged, refused to 
allow him to allow him to 61a the' oath or 
to sit as u member of the town, board. 

Maaske had been elected to" succeed 
Julius Ramus, but the latter, is still sitting 
as a member of the hoard the other mem- 
bers boldtnir that he Is entitled to sit on 
the hoard, until bis .successor boa been 
elected and qualified. 

The Clerk declares that Maaske is not 
a citizen of the United States, and that for 
this reason it would be Impossible for him 
to hold fbo office of side supervisor. The 
Teoorda of the county show that Maaske 
took out his first papers in 1894, but he has 
never taken out his second papers.. When, 
' be was refused a place on the board Maaske 
retained R. V. Baker to- secure his rights 
' for him, and the writ of mandamus is the 
flrsfstep in the fight, ' • 

The members of the Town Board will in- 
sist that the matter of the right ol Maaske 
to hold office be settled in the courts before 
a place On the Board Ib given to him. .The 
attorney for Maaske holds that it is not 
necessary for him to be a citizen to hold 
the office of Supervisor, and that the fact 
that he Is. an elector in the town of Bristol 
is all that Is demanded to make it possible 
p for him to qualify* 

'' Maaske has taken steps to get bis second 
panerabut it will bd some time'before they' 
- can be issued to him. It is claimed' tliBjt, 
eo long a* Maaske is off the Board the go* 
position to the big ditch will bo in .control 
but that with Maaske . on the Board the 
balance would be in favor of the comple- 
£ Uori;ol the ditch: 

The town clerk and other members of the 

Board have not as yet filed an answer to 

the complaint but it is understood that the 

'answer will be filed in time to have the 

•matter come up for trial at- the September 

term of the Circuit Court. . 



Youth Charged With Sending Obscene 
Letters Through the Mails. 

Krtiiv.it Meade, a Kenosha man, is again 
in the * clutches of " the - United States 
Courts ns he wns arrested at Grayslake 
on Thursday of lust week, charged with 
sending indecent letters -through the mail. 
He was taken to Chicago and the hearing 
of the case was adjourned for a week. The 
letters on whirh the arrest of Mead was 
based were written to a young Kenosha 
girl who is n cousin of Meade. 

This is tbe'second time Meade has f niton 
Into the hands of the federal nuthorltie* on 
the same offense. The siuub worn on Ra- 
ured prominently, in. the prosecution oF 
Meade on a former occasion. Meade is 
now in Chicago nnd is being held for trial. 

The young mnn belongs to a well known 
family in Kenosha hut' for some time he 
seems to have been suffering, from mental 
weakness. 

At onetime nit effort was nmdp to send 
him to the stntc hospital fpr the insane,' 
but at the examination nt - the County 
Court the physicinn found that Meade was 
not Insane hut feeble minded. At that 
time it wns impossible to get him, into a 
home for the feeble minded and his rela- 
tive took churjie of him ami sent him to 
Grayslake with the desire oF giviing him 
a change of employment. While in Ke- 
nosha Meade had worked as a drug clerk, 
nnd he wns on'co arrested and sent to jail 
on 'the charge of annoying the young 
woman to whom lie is alleged [o have 
written the indecent letters. Just ns soon 
ns Meade reached Grayslake he began 
writing the letters and nfter a time the 
girl turned them over to the police nud 
Meade was arrested. He wns released 
with a small fine, the government officials 
Inking his condition into consideration. 

For a long time nothing was Jienrd 
from Meade but during the Inst. few. weeks 
the indecent letters have been coming 
again and they so annoyed , the young 
woman that she finally turned them over 
to the government officials. It is probable 
that the government will now take steps 
to put Meade in some institution where it 
will be impossible for him to annoy the 
people with this class of literature.. .

Kenosha County Visited by Storm Which 
Does Much Damage. 

At about eight o'clock Sunday morning 
great black clouds began to gather and 
gave every evidence that a fierce storm 
was approaching. The clouds seemed to 
gathering in tbe north and to all appear- 
ances was being swiftly drifted this way. 
tor a short time everything was in semi* 
dor knew .but beyond a very little wind 
nothing was felt of the storm, in this sec- 
tion.

The 
little creeks about the city were filled to 
their capacity and in several parts of the 
city cellars were flooded. Considerable 
Iqss is reported as a' result of the heavy 
rain. 

In the country the growing corn was 
badly Iteaten down by the wind and rain 
and the oats was also badly damaged. 

* The fury ot the storm seemed to center 
over Kenosha and greatdamage was done 
by the wind and lightning. Two cars 
belonging to the Kenosha electric rail- 
way company were struck by lightning 
and traffic was tied up for some time but 
the tracks were cleared and the v euiergertcy 
cars were put into service. . 

The wires of the Kenosha Gas.and elec- 
tric company were down in all partsTof. 
the city and m any who had been burning 
the lights during the storm were left in 
total darkness. The linemen of tke'eom- 
panv went to work repairing the lines im- 
mediately after the storm. The lines of 
the fire department were struck by. light- 
ning and burned out. Many telephones 
were damnged and workmen are still busy 
repairing the lines. 

Three diaosterous fires also resulted from 
the lightning.

William Young Defendcnt in 

Divorce Proceedings 

Started Saturday 



ALLEGES EXTREME OWELTY 



Also Asks and Is Granted Injunction Pre- 
venting Young From Transfer- . 
* ring His Property 



. Ethel Ii, Young of Antioch, has sued 
her husband, William Young, the man al- 
leged to have killed bis son in an accidental 
battle on May 7, 1900, and who was freed of 
the alleged charge of murder, for divorce, 
the papers being filed Saturday.* 

Tbe bill filed by Sirs. Yonng seems to 
shed n new light on the struggle between . 
Young and his alleged victim as Mrs. ■ 
Young tells tbe story of the quarrel as she 
alleges it happened, although sho does not 
mention in the entire bill the name of the 
dead Hon. - ■ 

Even when she lists tbe children by the 
marriage, tbe boy's name is omitted. 

The papers, which Include a petition for 
injunction, were filed Saturday and to give 
time to eetseryice for theinjlinction simply 
a number was entered on the record book, 
*o that the case did not become public until 
Monday. * 

Master in Chancery Clarke has issued the 
injunction for Attorney Runyard, who rep- - 
resents Mrs. Young's side of the case. 

In her bill Mrs. Young states that she 
was united to Young Octobers, 1831, and 
resided with him until July, 1907, when 
she alleges that . his^ illtreatment abliged . 
her to leave hira. f 

Among alleged acts of cruelly that she , 
cites, are the following: 

Young, she says, has beaten, struck, 
kicked and choked her. 

For two years he has been in the habit 
of going on sprees. 

In 1901 he threw a tea pot* full of, boil- 
ing water at her, she Bays, and she was 
burned. 

Later she claims he held a lighted lamp '. 
so near her face that she was again burned. 

Ia February, 1902, ehesays, he threatened 
her with a shot gun and she had to flee tho 
house and sleep in the barn. . 

.On May 7, 190G, she says, he threw a 
cocoanut at her which would have hit her 
had she not dodged it by warding it off , 
with a pan that she held. 

This, it is said, is the incident in which 
Young's son interfered nnd met bis' death, 
rushing between his father and.mother and 
receiving, by accident as has been proven," > 
a fatal wound from a knife in the bands of 
his father. Young was freed of the charge • 
of wilful murder. 

The bill sets forth the fact that Young ia . 
worth over 125,000 and Btates that there 
are two children, Emma, uged 18, and ' 
Olive, aged 10. 

Ab according, to the bill, Young threatens. , 
to transfer his property to prevent, his wife - 
from getting' any- of it, Bhe asked the in- ■ 
junction and got it. — Waukegan Sun.

And ol these Eelf-sliuifihtercrB nearly 
half nro drownings, which means thnt 
every dtiy at least two persons Jump 
Into the Seine; two poor wretches 
who linve railed to find life worth liv- 
ing. In the months of Octobor nnd 
November suicides by drowning In 
Parla nro double what they nro tho 
remainder of the year, The prospoct 
of having to suffer tho hardships ot 
another winter, begging about in tho 
cold and sleeping out In the snow, Is 
too much Tor many a fate-cursed wan- 
derer. An Interesting fact revealed 
by the suicide statistics ot Paris la 
that women show a decided dislike to 
drowning as a means or violent death. 
Four times as many men as woman 
ore fished out of the Seine. Tho rec- 
ords show thnt asphyxlnllon is the fa- 
vorite way with the weaker sex "for 
shutting off this mortal coll," when It 
has ceased to bo bearable.

Secret Organization, Originally for 

Patriotic Purposes, Now the Tool 

of Cowardly Vidian In 

New York. 

Now York.— Seeking a motive for 
the murder Monday of H. S. Tavsban- 
jlan, tho Armenian rug merchant, tho 
district attorney's ofneo ,wns led Tues- 
day to an investigation of a report 
that TavahunJIan wa» ono of ten 
wealthy Armenians who had been 
marked far slaughter If they failed to 
give up 110,000 oach to a blackmailing 
band of tholr countrymen. 

From Bources, carefully protected by 
the authorities, came information of 
a startling' cbnractor and said to bo 
accurate. 1 This is to tho effect that a 
secret society of Armenians, originally 
organized for what the members hold 
to ho patriotic, though revolutionary 
purposes, has degenerated Into an In- 
strument for blackmail. 

Tho killing of TavshanJIan and the 
others, It was stated, was planned 
more thnn a year ago. They rocolved 
letters which thoy * interpreted as 
meaning thnt thoy must pay or take 
tho consequences. Tho threatened 
men discussed tho mattor nt a meet- 
Ing. TavshanJIan was- present. A 
number of the merchants wore la 
favor of acceding .to tho demand. 

"Better glvo them money and llvo," 
they said. 

"No," said TavshanJIan. "As a mat- 
ter of principle wc, should not pity. 
You can do as you will. Thoy will 
get nothing from mo." 

"This Is the work of an Armenian 
In this city who Is tho worst man In 
the world," snld a prominent Armonl- 
nn. -"He has been' responsible for 
many murders and lesser crimes.nhd, 
too cowardly to commit them himself, 
ho gets men of small Intellect to do 
tho work for him by making them be- 
lieve that they, are, working. for their 
country." Another wcU-,to-do : Armenian 
said: "A priest who tried to fight the 
band was Etiurdered In Odessa. Father 
Kasper Vnrtarlan, killed in thin city, 
wi?i another victim."

Now Law Provide- for Payment of 
Good Road Workeri by Town* . 
chip Officials— Long Needed 
Improvemonto, 

Springfield, 111., July 25.— Another 
•Up toward obtaining good roads In 
Illinois was taken when aov.,Dcneon 
signed tho road drug bill passed by. 
tlio forty-firth general assembly. Un- 
der this law tbo farmer who drags Iho 
. road abutting hla property or adjacent 
thereto may bo paid Tor It, while, hia 
nolghbor who does not care enough 
.for a good road to iibq a drag may con- 
tinue to travel In the mud. 

In two years tho slate highway com- 
mission haa converted every rural 
mall carrier Into a good roads mis- 
nlonnry. Thousand a of drags are be- 
ing used. Experimental road a have 
boon constructed In various Boetlona 
of tho state. A census of traffic has 
been made over a large number of 
roads. BrldgoB aro being built on' 
plans furnished by tho commission and 
plans nrc being prepared for more 
bridges." The commission, consisting 
of President E. J. Jones of tho Unlvor- 
alty of Illinois; Jnmcs IL Pulkerson. of 
Jersey county, and Lafnyotto Pnnlte, 
of McLean county, is busy giving ad- 
vice and Instructions, r So popular has 
tho movement for hotter roada become 
that while tho stata administration 
found It difficult to obtain nn appro- 
priation of |25,000 per year In IflOG,

The new road law Is of "general In- 
• tercat to all seotlona of tho atate, be- 
cause it calls particular attention to a 
practical and efficient method of main- 
taining earth roads. 

Provisions of the New Law. 

Tho first BHctkm of tho law provides 
that tho local highway officials of nny 
township or road district may contract 
to have tho adjacent land. owners or 
tenants along a given piece of road 
maintain said road byroad drags. It 
la/also provided that tbtf commission- 
_era shall, not pay for this work more 
than 75 cents u mite each time the 
road la dragged in tho pleasant months 
or tho year, and not over ?1 a milo 
each tlmo tlio road Ih dragged during 
December, January, February and 
March, 

Section, two calls particular atten- 
tion to (lie undesirable methods so 
often employed In road work,"wboreby 
a lot of loose material la scraped on 
the road. The second section- of- the 
law states It shall bo unlawful to 
place loose soil, sods, or other veg- 
etable matter on a road that has been 
dragged or put In good' condition, or 
place auch material so as to interfere 
with the free (low of water from tho 
center of the road to tho side ditches 
or gutters. It Is not tho Intention of 
thlfl section of tho law In any way to 
prohibit tho legitimate work of. grad- 
ing and crowning a rood, or for plac- 
ing material that .may be necessary, 
'for any reconstruction of that part of 
tbo road. This Is provided for In the 
law by a clnuso which Btatea tho re- 
striction does not apply to deposits 
of earth or material that are made by 
the road authorities for necessary 
construction. , 

Roads Not to Be" Cut Up. 

Tho third section of tho law is of 
particular importance (and It la the 
only new feature.) It 'Is made un- 
lawful for any person or .persons wil- 
fully to destroy the' work that haa 
been done, by driving over. Iho piece 
of road before the portion dragged has 
had time to dry out or to freeze. 
It is distinctly provided, 'however, that, 
this clause shall not work any hard- 
ship to persons using a plece.of road 
that has been drugged if It la possible 
to drive on such a road with 'safety 
'on the side of the' dragged "portion, 
Tho 'whole object of the clause is to 
call particular attention. to the fact 
that with a little care on the part ot 
those using tho, road quite as much 
can bo accomplished In maintaining 
■the road as by using the road drag. 

The law provides Vtfcot any person 
who violates any of 'its .provisions 
shall bo guilty of a. misdemeanor^. and 
may bo -fined not less than $1 nor 
more than $6. . All. the'/ fines. 'will" bo 
paid into, the treasury of tho town- 
ship in which tho dam ago has 'been 
done. «■' 

Tho Btate highway commission haa 
In preparation a bulletin which will 
contain instructions na to how a road: 
should .bo dragged and. when- It 1b to 
bo dragged. Unless this work is car- 
ried on properly no improvement will 
bo made, and the- taxpayers' -money 
will be Bpent,. aa, statistics 'show much 
ot It* at presenilis ) spent, in -wort 
that accomplishes -little or- nothing- la 
Improving tho roads. This' bulletin 
will-Include the. full, text, of the law 
and will ho. ready for- distribution 
soon. It will be : placed In. : the hands 
of all the township commissioners, 
and may serve as a basis for making 
contracts or agreements for having

Roads properly dragged will dry 
out weeks earlier In the spring than 
a road not uo maintained, and when 
dried out will be smooth and In ex- 
cellent condition. .Moreover, thoy 
will not be cut into ruts so readily 
during the winter, 

The ordinary country road can be 
well maintained' If dragged at tho 
proper tlmo an an; average of twice a 
month. Tho dragging will hnvo to bo 
more frequent during tho winter and 
spring than In tho summer tlmo, 

. Construction of Drag. 
. Tho drag should bo made light, not 
i heavy. There foro, oak and other 
honvy hard woods nr,e not adapted to 
this purpoeo ao much aa a softer 
wood. 

Cuts, of tho various forms of drngs 
will bo found in tho bulletin. One 
Is constructed from plunks that are 
placed on odgo about three feet apart 
tind hold together with cross pieces 
on which are placad planks for tbo 
drlvor to stand on. Anothor drag of 
simple construction Is made with a 
log split in two ) nntead of two 
planks. Still anothor that is found 
effoctlvo In many places Is made by 
lapping three planks and nailing 
them' along tho lap Joint, making 
what is known as the lap plank 
drag, which Is the simplest form of 
drag, but at tho an me tlmo is Inef- 
fective. This aort of drag can bo 
uao'd when tho road Is in vary muddy 
condition more easily than either of 
tho other forms. Tho drag should be 
about eight foot long and be hauled 
along tho road at an angle of about 
45 degrees. 

, The law prescribes dragging- a 
width of 20 feet This will require at 
least two round -trips with' a drag 
eight feet long. 

It a road Is fiat or hollow In tho 
center, It would bo bettor .to crown or 
grade It up with a road machine tin 
til the center Is about tea inches high- 
er than tho aides. The. center should 
bo about 30 luclios abovo the bottom 
of tho gutters or aide ditches. 

It. is not absolutely necessary, espe- 
cially on aide roads, or lightly traveled 
roads, that the road bed bo crowned 
by a grader to got good results. Dnl 
whoro it Is done, tho time to do It 
would.be either early spring, so thai 
the spring rains would have a chance 
to consolidate .the. road, or early In 
the fall, just preceding the fall rains. 
Tho aprlng, however, la a much bet- 
ter time. It should not be done in the 
middle of tho summer or Just preced- 
ing n dry spoil, as the road would be 
come very dusty and not compacted. 
Tho repeated use of the drag, if used 
properly, will gradually crown a 
road, but It should bo remembered 11 
Is not expected a drag will make a 
good road. lb will only 'keep It up. 
When -to Use; Drag, 
Unless tho road Is In tho right con- 
dition, the work of dragging will be 
wasted. .One thing to bo insisted 
upon la that. the work be done at the 
rigjnt moment, Tho right time Ie 
when the road Is' wet. The muddlot 
It Is, the better tho" results. On & 
road that Is in extremely bad condi- 
tion and -tho 'mud very deep, it li 
probable that the form of drag known 
as tho lap plank drag, could be 
worked to better advantage. 

In .the summer time and early fall, 
dragging should be done while It It 
actually raining, for unless the rain 
Is'exceptlonally heavy and long con 
'tinned, tho water wilt penetrate the 
dry roadbed' so rapidly that tho sur- 
face will bo comparatively -dry when 
the drag is used after the rain has 
stopped. Tbo result then will ba thai 
tho road la too dry. The nearer It'll 
possible to ; spread the mud over the 
road as a -mortar, much in tho same 
'way as a mason works mortar with 
a trowel, the greater the Improve 
menu 

Under no conditions should a road 
be dragged when it Is .dry. .. Thlt 
merely crumbles up tho surface and 
makes, a layer of the loose material, 
which' quickly becomes duat and is 
again 'turned' Into mud, which 'will 
hold watetr on the surface of the 
road, and which Is exactly the con- 
dition that Is to bo prevented, Drag 
when the road ls ; "good and -muddy; 
Don't drag when It la dry. Drag 
whenever, posBlblo and at -all Beasoni 
of the year.. If a. road Is dragged Im- 
mediately before a cold spoil, It, will 
freeze In a smooth condition.

Lateness of Spring Overcome by Ex- 
cellent Growing Bummer Season, 



PROUD IK HER POVERTY. 



Onco moro the farmers of Western 
Canada rcBt at case and grow rich 
wliilo thoy Blumbor, Their season of 
anxiety Is over. For a time It looked 
as though a backward season was for 
onco going to proven t tho western 
country from maintaining its preemi- 
nent position ob leader of the grain 
growing countries of tho world, Tho 
unusual lateness of tho aprlng coupled 
with tho rapid advance in tho prlco of 
food-stuffs gave tho pessimists some 
reason for their gloomy forebodings, 
and among oven tho optimistic West- 
erners Imbued as they usually aro 
with' a spirit of buoyancy and hope, 
thero commonced to glimmer a fear 
that perhaps this year their Bangulno 
expectations wore not to bo realized. 
On May. day when n largo proportion 
of wheat had usually been sown thero 
was this year very little seeding done. 
Finally, however, winter which,- had 
tarried so late In tho lap of spring in 
all parts of the Continent vanished 
before tho vortical rays of -the sun, 
and tho hurry and bustlo of spring 
work commonced on the western prai- 
ries. 

By the 20th of May 85% of the 
aprlng wheat waa aown and tho 'fall 
wheat in tbo ''districts devoted to Its 
cultivation waa covering the fields 
with a mantle of green. Wheat' sow- 
ing finished on May 30 and by June 
10 tho coarser grains woro also In 
the ground. Tho heavy snowfall dur- 
ing the winter left the ground In excel- 
lent ahope when once seeding opera- 
tions commenced and from the time 
weather conditions permitted the com- 
mencement of work until planting was 
completed, the- farmers were a ; busy 
class, Tho area in wheat la not 
much larger than last year, but oats, 
barley and flax are much In excess of 
past records, the farmers deeming it 
wiser on account of the -lateness of 
the season to put In a heavier propor- 
tion of , tho. coarser 'grain b. Froni the 
moat .reliable, reports to hand. It ap- 
pears that the"" acreage as compared 
with 1000 will show an Increase of 12% 
in oats, 19% in barley and 13% In 
flax. 

Around Akotoks, High Hirer) Nan- 
ton, .Claresholm and other winter 
wheat centers, if the present weather' 
conditions continue, the winter wheat 
will be In head by the middle of July. 
The backward weather In .the early 
part of May allowed the newly sown 
grain to got a.ftrm root in the;ground.. 
and now with an abundance of moist- 
ure and warm weather the growth Is 
remarkable. All danger of , Injury 
from droughts la practically over ob. 
the green crop covers the ground re- 
taining the moisture required for its 
growth and preventing' the too rapid 
evaporation which might otherwise 
take place. 

Crops In Western Canada mature in 
one hundred days' of good weather, 
and aa the weather conditions have 
been _ Ideal- since seeding, : and with 
spring wheat now. from 14 to 18 Inches 
above the ground, a full average crop 
is confidently expected. 

In addition to tho cheering pros- 
pects of this year's yield tho farmers 
are to be congratulated on, the* fact 
that they still have in their possession 
five million bushels of wheat from last 
year's crop which .they are now dis- 
posing of at high prices. 

Tho splendid yields of 90,000,000 
bushels of wheat raised In 1906 In 
tho 'threo provinces of Manitoba,- Sas- 
katchewan and Alberta, together with 
tho almost certain assurance that this 
year will see a considerable lnoreaso, 
la. as in tho past, calling. the. atten- 
tion of tho world. of the "Last Best 
West," and thousands from the United 
States' and tho agricultural districts 
of Europe are each month securing 
free grant lands or purchasing farms 
in the land which , has' proved Itself 
peerless among the grain growing 
countries of the world, '
